Italians Sent Ahead. 

The Italians in Rommel’s army, 
it was said, had been sent ahead 
into Tunisia, where they had gone 
50 miles beyond the border. 

To the south, in the Libyan Sa- 
hara, the French communique re- 
ported, the last garrison of 
Mussolini's empire were being 
rounded up. 

The British entry into the en- 
virons of Tripoli, once the greatest 
port in a now vanished Italian 
African empire, was announced by 
the Morocco radio, and the fall of 
the city was momentarily expect- 
ed, as Rommel had apparently 
left only a rea. guard there while 
his main bodies panted onward in 
the effort to escape General Sir 
Bernard Montgomery and,reach a 
juncture with the Axis army of 
Colonel General Jurgen von Ar- 
nim in Tunisia. 

The Tunisian end of the battle 
line meantime erupted violently. 

With twin tank thrusts down 
either side of the mountain chain 
southwestward from Pont Du 
Fahs, von Arnim was triyng ur- 
gently to throw up a 50-mile-long 
barrier that would hold the Allies 
off Rommel’s probable line of re- 
treat into Tunisia along the coast. 

His column along the eastern 
side of the mountains was at last 
report still on the advance, men- 
acing the town of Ousseltia, but 
the westward force was said in 
dispatches from Allied North Afri- 
ean headquarters to have been 
brought to a halt by strong coun-

Misleading 

There has developed, in American thinking, 
a tendency to consider Army or Navy officers 
as beings of a race apart, of an entirely differ- 
ent type of thought from civilians. 

This is demonstrated by the rivalry in regard 
to priorities of raw materials and in the placing 
of war contracts which has been evidenced, 
from time to time, between the armed services 
and civilian agencies of the war government. 

It should be remembered that, in America, 
there is no distinctive military caste. Aside 
from the comparatively few members of the 
peacetime military organization, professional 
soldiers are unknown in this country. When 
war makes necessary the creation of huge 
armies, the personnel is drawn chiefly from 
civilian life. 

The man wearing the uniform and insignia 
of an Army officer téday is the same man 
who successfully filled an important post in 
peacetime industry or commerce one short year 
ago. 

This fact was well illustrated this week with 
the announcement that “an Army officer,” 
Colonel Robert Johnson, had been named chair- 
man of the Smaller War Plants Corporation, 
a government agency for the placing of war 
contracts with smaller manufacturers. 

Colonel Johnson, as a matter of fact, is a 
man of experience and knowledge regarding 
American industry probably not exceeded by 
any. For he is president and board chairman 
of the well-known firm, Johnson & Johnson, 
manufacturers of surgical dressings. 

He may be a colonel now, but his experience 
in civilian industry covers a lifetime.

It is contrary to the rules of the voluntary 
code of censorship to reveal how many em- 
ployes are at work on the new bomber plant 
near Marietta. Nevertheless the officials in 
charge of construction of the plant are due 
commendation for the splendid record of safety 
achieved so far in the work. 

Only three deaths have occurred on the 
project and one of these was not chargeable to 
construction. Ratio of injuries, including the 
most minor ones, has been only one-fifth as 
great as in private industry, it is stated. 

When it is remembered that one of the fac- 
tors in construction of this plant is that of 
speed, the safety record made is all the more 
remarkable. 

Accidents are expected to be higher in 
wartime due to the fact that a certain pro- 
portion of workers are new to such occupation. 
It is to be hoped, however, the bomber plant 
when in full operation will be able to maintain 
the splendid record for safety recorded during 
construction. It can be, if all workers, in 
whatever capacity, obey all safety rules and 
remember, at all times, to exercise utmost 
care for their own and their companions’ se-

In view of the great decrease in the volume 
of highway traffic in Georgia, the Herald be- 
lieves that Governor Ellis Arnall made a_ wise 
move in cutting down the size of the State High- 
way Patrol and ordering that it be streamlined to 
meet wartime eonditions. 

When the war is over, and peacetime nor- 
malcy is restored, it may be highly desirable— 
even necessary—for Georgia to maintain a larger 
highway patrol force than the one we are going 
to have under our new Governor's retrenchment 
order. But now that economy in the adminis- 
tration of the state’s governmental activities is 
the order of the day, cutting down the highway 
patrol is one of the most logical steps that could 
be taken in cutting down expenses. 

In the first place, restricted sales of gasoline 
have greatly reduced the state’s revenue, and it 
is from this source that the expense incident to 
the maintenance of a highway patrol is met.

in curtailing that expense, lives of travelers on 
the state’s highways are not endangered, or traf- 
fic law violations are not increased, the stream- 
lining of the patrol can do no harm, but should 
prove of considerable economic value.

POLITICAL MORALS WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Any strict- 


ly partisan division of the senate on 
the question of a man’s character and fitness for public office can 
always be marked down as attributable entirely to political motives. 
Otherwise it is difficult to understand how a different set of 
morals could govern the Republican and Demo- 
cratic sides of the chamber. Divorced of all 
political consideration, a man should be no 
more of a scoundrel to the Republicans than he 
is to the Democrats simply because he happens 
to belong to the opposition party. Human na- 
ture does not vary according to party lines in 
its moral concepts 
It is obvious, therefore, that the partisan 
fight now shaping up in the senate over the 
nomination of former Democratic National 
Chairman Edward Flynn as minister to Aus- 
tralia is due altogether to political considera- 
tions. The Republicans are busy smearing Mr. 
Flynn; the Democrats are defending him. 
Advance indications are that the final vote 
on confirmation will see a party lineup about 
as close as that last session on the nomination 
of Judge Meaney to the federal district court 
in New Jersey. In that case, a strictly political 
performance, all the Republicans but one voted against the nomi- 
nation, while all the Democrats, save one, voted for confirmation. 
Such unanimity of partisan opinion on the question of a per- 
son's qualifications and fitness constitutes a rank indictment of 
the senate’s sense of fair play and justice. We need not expect 
any better demonstration in the case of Mr. Flynn.

Long 
History. 

Tripoli has a long history. In 
early times it belonged. succes 
sively, to Carthage, Numidia and 
Rome, Then, it became property 
of the Vandals and of the Greeks. 

Until 644 it was, officially, a 
Christian city, but the Arabs cap- 
tured it in that year and made 
Modhammedanism the state re- 
ligion. So it stayed until 1510. 
when it was captured by Ferdi 
nand the Catholic.-From 1530 to 
1551 it was under control of the 
Knights of St. John. 

In 1551 Tripoli became a Turk 
ish province, but soon thereafter 
fell into a state of anarchy and 
remained so, under successive lo- 
cal governors known as peys, 
who, as described, made it a nest 
of pirates, until 1835, when Tur- 
key reasserted its authority. 

It was during the Italian-Turk- 
ish War in 1911, that the Italians 
took Tripoli and, in 1912, when 
the treaty of Ouchy was signed, 
it was formally annexed by Italy 

Now, it is the last tiny scrap of 
Italy's holdings in Africa, which 
she has lost because of the foul 
and foolish ambition of Mussolini. 

Interesting history, Tripoli has. 
Wonder what the future years will 
bring?

An amendment to the OPA'’s recent ban on pleasure driving, 
yesterday, outlawed the use of gasoline-powered boats for all n 
essential uses. Clarified also were restrictions on use of auton 
biles for attendance at meetings—a subject which has caused OPA 
no small number of headaches. 

Permitted under the regulations are meetings directly relating 
to a person’s business or profession, where attendance at such is 
considered a part of one’s job, and approved also were meet.ngs 
which directly concern preparations to meet a national emergency. 

According to the new OPA jnterpretation, however, “other types 

of meetings, even though they promote the social 
welfare or civic. good cannot be included as 
essential trips in view of the acute petroleum 
shortage.” 

The statement continued: “The sacrifice 
convenience by those who are engaged in such organized acti’ 
that perform useful functions to the community or war effor 
in itself, make a real contribution to winning the war Since | 
Save our vital supplies of petroleum.” 

Stating that the present ban on nonessential dri\ 
eastern seaboard states must be continued through 
heating season, the report goes on to say that “the two 
months ahead are crucial.” 

According to OPA, stocks of fuel 
“still are being exhausted at a faster rate than they can be repien- 
ished.” For this reason, officials declare that every der ot a 
gasoline ration is obligated to reduce his gasoline consumption, 
regardless of whether his driving is essential.

Although the Nazis besieged the 
‘city they did not control all the 
surrounding territory. There were 
“islands” of resistance off the 
main highways where Russians 
| Still tilled their farms within sound 
of the battlefield. 

Guarded by Guerrillas. 

Pyotr Ivanovitch and his friends 
were clever. When their carts were 
'loaded they padded their horses’ 
hooves with burlap wrapping. 
|'They secured any harness which 
might jingle, and they moved in 
convoys. 

Along familiar back roads they 
‘crept stealthily, guided by their 
‘guerrilla friends in force. There 


‘as many as 50 sometimes, armed 
‘with tommy guns and skilled in 
the neatest and most quiet ways of 
swiftly dispatching any Nazi who 
chanced to raise his head as the 
convoys moved through the Ger. 
man lines. 

It was a perilous job, always 
worth a guerril'a’s life: but Lenin- 
grad needed the food, and the carts 
went through. The Russian War 
Relief says that about 400 tons of 
food were delivered in this way 
to the hungry inhabitants. 

There was plenty of food on 
hand in Leningrad at the begin- 
ning of the siege in August, 1941, 
but incendiary bombs destroyed 
large reserves and only a limited 
quantity could be delivered across 
Lake Ladoga, first by planes, then 
by truck and sledge, across the ice 
where the strangest highway in the 
world has been laid out. 

Moscow Road Cut. 

Some supplies—munitions, raw 
/materials for the Leningrad fac- 
|tories, food and medical supplies— 
'had arrived at first from Moscow: 
but the German destruction of 
Tikhvin, an important rail junc- 
tion, had cut the road between the 
two cities.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(#)—

Parity is a theoretical price de- 
signed to give a bushel of wheat, 
for example, the same value in 
terms of purchasing power that it 


had in a past period favorable to) 
agriculture. Farm labor costs have | 


not hitherto figured in the com- 
plicated formula. Because farm 
wages have risen, their inclusion 
now would raise the parity level. 
Representative Pace, Democrat, 
Georgia, author of the revision 
bill, said it would create “no con- 
siderable increase” in the cost of 
living this year, “certainly less 
than $1,000,000,000. 
F. D. R. Opposition. 
“Unalterable opposition” 
President Roosevelt last 
staved off enactment of the pari- 
ty change. Government experts 
then contended it would raise par- 
ity levels—used in computing 
wartime agricultural price ceilings

rise in the cost of living. 

“In 1944,”"’ Pace said, “the parity 
change would increase the cost of 


living by less than 4 per cent. This | 


is due to the fact that many of 
the principal commodities now are 
selling under present ceilings at 
more than the recalculated partity 
would be.” | 

Following the committee action, 
Representative Hope, of Kansas, 
ranking Republican member, said: 

“I think it is very necessary to 
include the cost of labor, if we 
are going to be able to get the 
production we must have during 
the war period. The farmer must 
be enabled to pay the labor he 
needs to produce food. I believe 
the attitude of many who have 
opposed this has changed.” 

“Prompt Passage Just.” 

Committee Chairman Fulmer, 
Democrat, North Carolina, said he 
hoped to get the bill before the 
house for action next week, and 
he predicted it soon would be on 
the President’s desk. 


“I believe the prompt passage, 


of this bill is not only just,” he 
said. “but it will be of great as- 
sistance in retaining labor on the 
farm as well as procuring the ad- 
ditional labor needed to meet the 
war production goals.” 

The parity price revision would 
effect all agricultural commodi- 
ties. Present law provides that 
no ceilings may be placed on farm 
products at less than 100 per cent 
of parity, and provides a wartime 
price floor for basic commodities 
of 90 per cent of parity, through 
government loans and purchases, 
except for feed grains.

The action was closed when 
OPA attorneys and representatives 
of the company entered into a 
stipulation which contained the

Joseph P. Walsh, Sinclair attorney, 
said that the company “will not 
discriminate in the transfer of fuel 
oil among versons entitled to ac- 
quire fuel oil under rationing or- 
der 11 of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration.”
